It was an open conteet of Republicans 


and citizens against ex-Mayor Carter 
Harrieoii, and more against him aa an 
individual than as tho representative of 
a political faction. 


The day WES perfect, and by 9 o'clock 


there were great crowds of men at each 
polling place, and by nnon 70 per cent of 
the registered vote had been cast. 


The general feeling during the day 


seemed in favor of Harrison's chances, 
and what betting was done was in his 
favor. The Australian ballot waa used, 
find the chances that old time Demo- 
cratic majotities in the otoclc yards, 
whero Allerton was very popular, would 
be largely cut, made a factor in the bet- 
ting, and went a long way toward keep- 
ing down the amount of money wagered. 


The Uerinan population, which was 


confidently expected to go almost solidly 
against Harrison, proved a disappoint- 
ment to both parties, os it seems to 
have split between the two candidates 
and not to have proven the decisive 
factor it was in the election last Novem- 
ber when it went BO heavily for Oleve- 
lond nod Altgeld as to virtually settle 
the electoral vote of the state. 


By 5 o'clock crowds began to congre- 


gate in front of the newspaper offices to 
await returns. There were many alter- 
catloDB between partisans and many 
bloody noses before tho evening was 
over. 


The firat retarna began strongly in fa- 


vor of Harrison and hie followers eimply 
went wild. 


The throng In tho streets became BO 


dense that several lines of ntreel cars 
were compelled to stop running until tho 
police could force an opening for thoui.

Mr, Armstrong's appa- 
ratus can be sold at a figure within the 
means of every one havioR two cows, 
and its capacity is from three to twenty 
pounds, accord in K to the quantity of 
milk. The proceea is ea simple ana the 
apparatus under such perfect control 
that any boy or girl of ordinary intelli- 
gence cau nork it successfully.

not be made, the year's supply of cheese 
can be manufactured, thus making a 
common article of food all over the land 
for those wuo keep n few cows.

sion of a freight lino up tbo Ran Joaquln 
valley by water. 


Tho Stockton Evening Mali publishes 


an Interview with Manager Corcoran of 
the Navigation Company, in which he 
says that Improvement of the upper por- 
tions of the river would infuse new life 
commercially into tho regions reached, 
and thereby develop industries where 
there are none now.
